Group II, claim(s) 12-15, drawn to a kit for screening milk samples to detect 
inflammation in breasts of lactating mammals. 

Group III, claim(s) 16-17, drawn to a method of accessing the ability of a 
treatment or agent to increase or decrease inflammation in breast tissue comprising 
measuring the amount of SAA protein in a sample. 

Group IV, claim(s) 18-20, drawn to a method of evaluating quality of a milk 
sample which comprises measuring SAA protein in the milk sample. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the same or 
corresponding special technical feature is measuring SAA protein in milk sample to
